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Will City’s Schools 
Get Year’s Respite? 


Federal District Judges Frank A. 
Hooper and Boyd Sloan will hear the 
Atlanta school segregation case with 
June 5 as the opening date. 

The case does not involve an appli- 
cation for student admission. It is a suit 
asking that the Atlanta school board be 
enjoined from conducting a segregated 
school system. The judges, in an- 
nouncing the date of the hearings, cleared 
up what had been a misunderstanding. 
It had been assumed that when Judge 
Sloan said some months ago he would 
hear the suit in plenty of time for the 
receiving of appeals before the Septem- 
ber opening, that the appeals would be- 
come subject to rule before the 1959 fall 
term. This, the judge says, was not 
what he meant. The appeals will nat 
necessarily be ruled upon by autumn. 

The assumption, by veteran observ- 
ers of the court, is that this means the 
schools may well not be closed by a court 
order this fall even if the decision goes 
against the defendants. The appeal would 
certainly be taken to the Supreme Court. 
If the court refuses to accept it, as is 
possible since this situation is one al- 
ready covered in the 1954 decision and 
in supplementary ones after that date, 
the time required for this routine would 
take the case beyond the September 
date. District courts have a wide lati- 
tude in ordering action on their de- 
cisions. 

It should be noted, however, that in 
the Georgia State College case the judges 
ruled that the fact no qualified student 
actually had been turned down on a re- 
quest to enter did not prejudice the suit 
or make it moot. 

Lawyers have a saying that law is 
made with each suit heard and judgment 
given. We think it important to point 
out that a great deal of law has been 
made in the school issue since 1954. The 
Supreme Court has spoken very plainly 
against subterfuges, evasions and de- 
vices constructed for the purpose of 
thwarting the order. A substantial body 
of law has been made on this aspect 
of it. 

While the judges have the court’s 
direction to take local conditions into 
account, some five years have passed since 
the decision and the supplementary de- 
cisions are more specific. The two 
judges are able and possessed of great 
integrity. They will do their duty and 
follow the oath taken on becoming mem- 
bers of the federal judiciary. No per- 
son, of whatever persuasion, would ex- 
pect them to do otherwise.

Historian Makes Appeal 


Fo: War Memorabilia 


With mine detectors and other prob- 
ing devices, War Between the States en- 
thusiasts long have been searching out 
and retrieving battlefield relics. 

Now comes an appeal for digging 
into attic trunks, dresser drawers and 
other depositories for documentary relics 
of the great war, the centennial of which 
is soon to be commemorated. 

Dr. Bell I. Wiley, history professor 
at Emory, War Between the States author 
and authority, hopes that the centennial 
program will kindle interest in unearth- 
ing war memorabilia. 

He suggests that those having val- 
uable letters, newspapers and other doc- 
uments either give them to a library in 
the state or if they wish to retain the 
material that they allow it to be photo- 
graphed. In that way, the research his- 
torian will have ready access. 

Early planning for the centennial in 
Georgia already has emphasized the gross 
inadequacy of our state’s facilities for 
housing and preserving historical ma- 
terial. 

A most desirable result of the Civil 
War Centennial in Georgia would be the 
accumulation of funds to be spent on an 
Archives Building of which we can be 
proud.

Herter Will Receive 
Speedy Confirmation 


Christian Herter’s name is before the 
Senate for confirmation as secretary of 
state. This will be speedy. 

The Senate likes Herter. It regards 
him as able and well-qualified. There 
is more communication between him and 
the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee 
than there was between it and Secretary 
Dulles. 

Herter is more urbane and less dog- 
matic. But what makes it better for him 
is that he has just begun. The fact the 
State Department has been such a one- 
man show has kept those in it from mak- 
ing enemies or from having marked 
themselves in controversy with domestic 
or foreign officials. 

Certainly the job ahead is a large one. 
There admittedly are differences between 
the British and American approaches. 
Both the British and the Americans have 
elections on the horizon. Events of the 
foreign ministers’ and the summit meet- 
ings can help or hurt those presently in 
power. 

Since any sort of agreement which 
would help advance the cause of world 
peace or contribute to some easing of the 
cold war would be welcomed, we may 
expect sincere efforts to work out some 
real settlements. Sen. Fulbright, chair- 
man of the foreign affairs committee, 
lends hope by declaring he believes sub- 
stantial agreements can be made which 
would reduce world tensions. 

What we seem to have in the making 
is a team approach and while we weary 
now and then of the glibness of much of 
this “team” talk in government, we are 
willing to have Capt. Herter field the 
best possible sort of team and get on 
with the game.

De Gaulle in Dilemma 


Nothing better illustrates the dis- 
couraging dilemma of the De Gaulle 
government than events of the weekend. 
The elections in Algeria’s municipalities 
found voting 42 per cent below normal. 
Moslems were kept from the polls by 
terror and propaganda, One candidate 
was burned alive and another was be- 
headed by Algerian terrorists. 

There were appeals to the Moslem 
population by the French army, which 
has been trying its best to work out 
friendly terms with them. But the ter- 
ror was too great. Rebels used bombs 
and the blackmail of fear. The elections, 
therefore, largely are meaningless. 

It is believed that most of the Mos- 
lems are ready for almost any sort of 
agreement with the French. They are 
weary of war and losses. Yet the fact 
the rebels were able to nullify the elec- 
tion, upon which so much “face” de- 
pended, is a severe blow to Paris. 

France has a large army in Algeria. 
But supplies continue to reach the rebels, 
who seem to lack no end of volunteers. 
Here is a cruel paradox for the free 
world and for France. Gen. de Gaulle 
has established a strong government in 
France. It has stabilized conditions there. 
But the deterioration continues in Al-

The fact that Jones 
left the service 13 years ago has 
nothing to do with his present 
status. He could have been. more 
aptly described as a ‘‘member of 
the Methodist Church or the Ro- 
tary Club.” 

On the other hand few head- 
lines appear in The Constitution 
indicating a worthwhile accomp- 
lishment by an ex-GI: Witness the 
page one, two-column head of 
the companion story to the above:

Buried in the body of the 
story on page six, unnoticed by 
the average reader, one may read 
that “Westlake served as a field 
artillery 2nd lieutenant in the 
Army.”

Ike Asks for $4.5 Million 
To Put Man Into Space’

AUGUSTA—President Eisenhower asked Congress 
Monday to provide an additional $45 million in this 
year’s budget. on projects for manned space flight and 


rocket development. 
‘The supplemental request for 


fiscal 1959 would finance the two’ 


projects already authorized by 
Congress to be carried out by the 
new. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 


This appropriation went to Capi- 
tol Hill along with Eisenhower’s 
nomination of Christian Herter to 
succeed John Foster Dulles as 
secretary of state. 


The $45 million budget request 
was broken down into two parts. 

One asks $20,750,000 for further 
research and development for the 
early achievement of manned 
space flight. 


The other asks $24,250,000 to be 
used in development of a single 
chamber rocket engine of one and 
a half million pounds thrust. 


Specifically this sum would go 
for construction, equipment and 
improvement of facilities at a jet 
propulsion laboratory in Pasa- 
dena, Calif., where work is under 
way on the rocket engine.

Atlintans Put Talent on Ice

A creative Atlanta couple 
have put their talent on ice. 


But it’s a long way from be- 
ing in cold storage: Their 
artistry will be in the spotlight 
throughout the country next 
year. 


And when the curtain goes 
up on ‘Holiday on Ice—1960,” 
the talents of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ted Metza will be seen to best 
advantage. 


The Atlanta artists created 
the fabulous sets that will un- 
derscore the spectacular per- 
formance. The colorful scenes 
were born at the Metzas’ studio 
near Atlanta, products of the 
imagination of two people who 
are so close one can take up 
an idea where the other left 
off, bring it magically to life. 


The Metzas have completed 
sets for the 1960 icetraganza, 
and only hours after the scenic 
wonders left their College Park 
studio, the couple was dream- 
ing up ideas for the ice show 
of 1961. 


SHIP SETS 
“We actually work all year,” 
Ted explained. “When we 


ship the sets, there's a terrible 
feeling of emptiness for a 
while. 


“All these,”” he added, wav- 
ing his arm to take in the ar- 
ray of backdrops and other 
props, “‘are our brain children.” 


Among Metza productions for 
next year’s show is the under- 
sea fantasy scene, which will be 
in the spotlight for one of the 
most spectacular number s. 
Against the kaleidoscope of pas- 
tel colors sits King Neptune's 
throne, flanked by the tails of 
mermaids that will come to life 


when skaters fill them. (“We 
made the tails,"" Mrs. Metza 
pointed out, “‘because the girls 


won't have time to make a com- 
plete costume change between 
numbers. We have to consider 
the time element as much as do 
the performers.”’) 


There's a huge pink and gray- 


oyster shell which, during the 
show, will open to allow Jinx 


But Not on Cold Storage 


Clark to emerge in her role of a 
brilliant black pearl. Other 
skaters will enter via the huge 
conch shell. 


The Metzas’ own delightful 
sense of humor is obvious in 
their scenic interpretation of 
one number that will be a color- 
ful take-off on reducing salons. 
Props include a steam cabinet 
that will explode. 


The Atlantans designed a doll 
shop that will showcase the 
skating skill of 5-year-old Deb- 
bie Williams, who made her ice 
show debut here this year. Al- 
ways careful about every detail, 
the Metzas dressed boy and girl 
mannequins to better get the ef- 
fect of the set design. The “big 
top’’ will come to life for the 
circus number, with the local 
artists supplying the color 
through a set that includes lion 
cage, wild animal wagons and 
other traditional parts of the 
sawdust trail. 


A modernized gondola will 
glide along the ice in another 
number: skaters will whiz 
around a May pole: harem girls 
will carry golden urns that can 
actually be used to hold water. 
(‘We like the urns so much,” 
Mrs. Metza said, ‘‘we made a 
couple to keep.”’) 


A former star of the Holiday 
on Ice show, petite, auburn- 
haired Mrs. Metza met her 
handsome, dark-eyed husband 
when he was traveling with the 
troupe as set designer. Follow- 
ing their marriage four years 
ago, they decided to make Geor- 
gia their home. Mrs. Metza 


‘gave her last performance as a 


professional skater with the 
show in Atlanta, a few months 
before the birth of their first 
son, Teddy, now two years old. 
Another son, Timmy, a year 
old, often. joins his brother in 
the fairyland studio where the 
fabulous sets capture their in- 
terest for hours. 


HOPE FOR ARTISTS 


“We hope the boys will he 
artists,” their mother said. 
‘Teddy loves it in the shop. 
And the children never bother 
anything. They watch us work- 
ing, and it seems they can tell 
what progress we’re making. 


An artist in her own right, 
Mrs. Metza revealed that she 
and her husband “do every- 
thing’ required to build the 
sets, from the first ideas to the 
completion of the design, in- 
cluding the welding. 


“We use molding plastic, 
dipped in‘a solution to make it 
pliable,” «she explained, ‘‘and 
we have to work very fast. 
Working together is anything 
but a problem for us—one can 
pick up anywhere the other 
leaves off on any design.” 

While the boys never. bother 
the actual sets, it’s another 
story where paint is concerned: 

A. few months ago, Teddy in- 
vestigated the contents of a 
large-can of green paint, much 
to the distress of his mother. 


“He covered himself with 
green paint from head to toe,” 
she recalled. ‘‘We had to use 
turpentine to get it off, and you 
can imagine how pleasant that 
was for both of us! 

“But,” she added, “‘he’s never 
totiched a can of paint since.”

And it is perfectly true that most mountain homes have a 
weeping willow, all graceful and pale green, leaning against the 
rooftree or trailing green gold chains in a stream. I feel sure that 
some early settler started this fashion because the willow looked 
like such a gentle, friendly tree and the presence of one sheltering 
the spring house or leaning toward the chimney was a happy and 
beneficent influence. So I yearned for a willow tree and kept an 
eye out on my travels about the state for one small enough to move 
but big enough to hurry up and make a real tree before too many 
summers have passed. 


It just happened that I had on my good dress and my $1.60 blue 
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‘stockings and was on my way to Rome to attend a luncheon of the 


American Association of University Women last Saturday when I 
passed a nursery and lo, there were willow trees on sale! Well, I 
snagged one of my blue stockings and lost my white gloves and 
got my hair wet and wilted trailing around in the rain looking for 
the one willow tree that was for me. (I’m sure this is a fallacy, 
expecting to have the immediate rapport with a willow tree as if 
it were a puppy or a kitten or a new person at a party. But that 
shows you how far this fixation had gone.) 


When the luncheon meeting was over I headed for the moun- 
tains, pausing long enough to badger my friend who hadn't cared 
for willow trees, into bringing his wife and his shovel and helping 
me. 


The rain poured and the soil was mighty soggy and rocky. The 
three of us got soaked but the tree looked beautiful, as we left, lean- 
ing its two fronds over the road just where the road dips into the 
creek. We got a towel out of the cabin and mopped ourselves off 
and I felt cheerful and achieving remembering the thing one of 
Scott Fitzgerald’s women characters (NOT Sheilah Graham) said in 
“This Side of Paradise.” ‘Wet hens,” she said, “always have 
great clarity of mind.” 


Now I’m not so sure. Maybe this wet hen took an awful risk, 
planting that willow tree. Suppose it doesn’t live? I feel "way too 
young to die.

Yet there is a bit of poetic jus- 
tice about the mishap, for it seems 
to us that North and South had not 
handled the bidding with outstand- 
ing delicacy.

| TIBBETTS FLIPS ONLY T.D.

A nine-yard pass from junior 
quarterback Marvin Tibbetts to 
sophomore end Terry Evans 
produced the only touchdown of 
a two-hour Georgia Tech scrim- 
mage Monday afternoon at 
Grant Field. 


The rugged game-type session 
followed a defensive motif es- 
tablished early during Tech’s 
spring football practice. Once 
again the protectors were ahead 
of the attackers, as evidenced 
by the score, 6-0 in favor of 
Tibbetts’ Greens over Whites 
quarterbacked by Walter How- 
ard and Fred Braselton. 


As it was, the Greens needed 
a fumble by Braselton on his 
own one-yard line to punch over 
the only score of the game. 
Green end Charlie Rose recov- 
ered the bobble, and though two 
plays lost eight yards, Tibbetts 
drifted back and pitched to 
Evans, a hero of last year’s 
freshman game with Georgia, 
for the TD. 


Intensity of the defense was 
reflected in the casualty list. 
Sophomore quarterback Stan 
Gann and Braselton were sent 
to the sidelines with shoulder 
injuries, as was fullback Taz 
Anderson. Starting end Fred 
Murphy banged up a knee—pos- 
sibly seriously—and may be lost 
for a week or so. Halfback 
Wayne McDonald, whose 75-yard 
gallop was longest gain of the 
afternoon, popped up with a 
neck injury, and first line guard 
Mike Nicholl received a facial 
laceration. 


The Gann shoulder caused 
some concern at The Flats since 


he had hurt it earlier in prac- 
tice. Trainer Buck Andel said 
a post-practice check showed no 
permanent damage but that 
Gann would be held out four or 
five days. Excepting Murphy, 
other injuries were not consid- 
ered serious. 


Tibbetts was the surprise of 
the afternoon. His defense nev- 
er questioned, Marvin’s offen- 
sive play was rated below fel- 
low QBs.
